THE NEWLY BICH DOMINATE “socetTy” 


For the older generation painful hard- 
ships restilted] in the years of strikes, 
husiness stagnation, and money panics 
that followed the war, There were in- 
numerable instances of gray-hatred eourt- 
jers and generals forced to take clerk- 
ships and ether pewrly paid positions, and 
of aged gentlewomen eking out a bare 
existence by sewing of menial services, 
The younger ones fared better, of course. 
With the asset of the excellent education 
enjoyed by every upper-class German, 
they readily obtained good jobs in banks, 
industrial concerns, or business houses. 

Work became synonymous with noblesse 
oblige. Even a Hohengollem price en- 
tered the antomobile trade and made pond 
selling cars to the nouveaux piches. 

These latter cime to dominate the so- 
called society of Berlin and other lig 
cities, Bankers and merchants whose 
wealth seldom antedates the Republic, and 
few of whom in old days would have been 
invited to the ‘Imperial palace, are hosts 
nowatlayvs to the heads af government, the 
diplomatic corps, and those of the molality 
who accept the new conditions, Ol the 
last named there ate enough left with 
authcient money to playa social role and 
provide an aristocratic leaven for parvens 
entertaining, 

A title still signifies much, but no longer 
is preeminent. The bulk of the aristocracy 
has withdrawn from the se¢l-anninterd 
fashionable life of the cities ancl dwells 
qiietly in the country or in small towns. 
Potsdam, residence of the former Crown 
Pronee and other sons of the Kaiser, has 
become the headquarters of old nobles 
whose incomes or inclinations prohibit 
their participation in the capital's chantic 
seciety. Living is cheap there and monar- 
chistic traditions are faithfully preserved. 


GERMANY 5S PRESIDENT HAS VERY LIMITED 
POWER 


Ona recent visit homeca manifestation 
of American public opinion that impressed 
me much was the interest shown in Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg. Everybexdy at all 
curious about conditions in Germaty be- 
ean by asking about Hindenburg—how lhe 
was, what he was doin, whether he wasn't 
the mainstay of his country, and so forth, 
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Doubtiess in many cases these. queries 
wire bused on a misconception of the 
statis of the German Republic's Chiet 
Magistrate, Many Americans suppose 
him to have the same poweérs.as our own 
President. | 

As a matter of fact, save in cases of 
national emergency, when he can make 
limseli or anybody else a virtual dictator, 
the German President, under the Weimar 
Constitution, has litthe more authority than 
a constitutional monarch, like the King of 
Enginnd The country ms really ron by 
the Chancellor and his Cabinet, answer- 
able to the supreme governmental organ- 
tam, the Reichstag. 

Nevertheless, American interest in the 
venerable Field Marshal, even though 
erronvatsly inspired, is fundamentally 
scumd: tor Hindenhurg is the symbol of 
the most important process set in motion 
it the new Germany which has arisen out 
of war-tume defeat and the miuns of the 
Hohenzallern Empire. ) | 

That process is the unification of the 
German nation. | 

Hindenburg served the German Empire 
under three Katsers: Now,-at the age of 
eighty-one, he serves the German Republic. 
This erstwhile generalissimo of the Im- 
peril armies: sees lis Fatherland as a 
homogeneous whole, and not as a con- 
glomeration of heterogeneous units, 


PEACE SETTLEMENT INTENSIFIED GER- 
MANY'S NATIONAL SPIRIT 

The Versailles Treaty abolished the right 
of each separate German state to have its 
owi army, and established one natroral 
farce. The state railroads were amualpea- 
mated into one system under the sys af 
the Reich, called the Merhshahn (see, alsa, 
text, page 6gr), The financial preraga- 
tives of the states were curtailed. Thev 
could no longer inypose taxes or borrow 
money at their own diseretion. 

Moreover, there. are now fewer state 
fovernmments for the general government 
to deal with. When the armistice revolu- 
tion tore the Kaiser's crown from his 
heal, it simmltancously toppled twenty- 
ane miner German monarchs—kings, 
princes, grand dukes, and dukes—ott their 
bttle thrones, A number of former 
duchies and principalities merged into a 
smaller. number of republican states. 
While the Empire comprise! twerity-six 
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stales (including three free cities—Tam- 
burg, Bremen, Litheck—and the Retchs- 
tani, us Alsace-Lorraine then was called), 
there are now only eighteen in the Re- 
public, 

Inieations of Germany's momentos 
reorganization of her busimess as well as 
of her political and ag age atructure 
are not lacking to those who fallow the 
daily course of events, The unificatwn 
movement is hy no means limited to the 
Gernin mind or te political phenomena. 
Indeed, through the channels of standardli- 
vation and the so-called “rationaltzation,” 
which simply means applying the highest 
meastire of efficieney to a given undertak- 
ing, Geérmariy has changed vastly since 
pre-war days. 

Her industry has unified itself to 
h sensitional degree. Having first en- 
mincered vast indivetrial combinations ot 
trusts at heme, the Germans more recently 
live taken the lead-in organizing similar 
nsociations, known 2s international csr- 
tels, abroad, Through their initiative, the 
principal industries of the Tarropean con- 
tinent are fast imiting to show a salicl 
fromt to the rest of the world—notably 
America. 


GORMANY'S LOSSES IN TEERITORY AD 
HESOURCES 

Before delving into the operation of 
these cartels, it becomes necessary to re- 
call briefly how German industry emerged 
trom the World War and its stbsentert 
development. 

Threiegh the Versailles settlement or 
the plehiseites it decreed, the Reich list 
approximately 27,000 sqttare miles of ter- 
nitory outa its pre-war aggregate of more 
than an8,o09, and 6,475,000 inhalwtants 
out of a total of upward at seventy niil- 
lion. What was mure importitt, it wis 
deprived of large and prosperous indits- 
trial areas in Alsace, Lorraine, the Suar 
Valley, and Upper Silesia: fiat the most 
seins loss of all, industrially speaking, 
wis the cession to France of the Lorraine 
iron deposits, This had the effect of di- 
vorcing the great ater] and fron plants 4 in 
the Ruhr district, the biggest industrial 
concentration in all Farope, from their 
nearest and best supply of iron ore.*

Soon-after peace, a few industrial leadd- 
ers in both countries—notably lout 
Loucheur, then French Minister of Ke- 
comstriuction, and Walther Kathenau, the 
German statesman, atl Hugo Stinnes, in 
Germany—realized the imperative neces- 
sity for bringing Ruhr coal and Lorrame 
tron together again. Stinnes, however, 
tried to create p monopoly for bis own 
exclasive profit, and di estroyed  therelsy 
the vast industrial empire he hal inaile 
np during aml immediately after the 
war. 

Loucheur and Rathenay, meeting nt 
Wieshacle i int 1021, Tad more suecess, The 
reCunstrictive program tentatively agreed 
on by these two statesmen was a first step 
toward the evonomie rapprochement so 
essential to both nations, and now, seven 
years lattr.in full swing. Ratherau, how- 
ever, was assassinated shortly afterward 
and his policies suffered 2 temporary 
echipsé, 

THE TRABEDY OF 1923 

‘Then, inthe fall of razz. a nationalistic 
government headed by Dro C.J. W. Cine 
took command at Berlin. The Allies 
charged Germany with willful default in 
her repiaraticons payments, and at the le- 
inning of tga Freich and Belgian troops 
occupied the valley of the Ruhr. A. tech 
nical commission composed of French, 
Belgian, and [talian engmeers wndertook 
to extract the sums due on the repora- 
tional account outof ithe Suber industries. 

The Germans countered with pRLSSIVe 
resistance, which meant the cessation of 


wirtially all productivity. The Allied tech- 


nictans—car, ther, the Prench, for the 
Htahians and Belgians soo threw up the 
spomge—tried to operate the steel mills 
and factories themselves. In the face of 
the German workers’ refusal to work, the 
attempt proved a dismal failure. 

So the effort to wed French iron to 
German con] ly force, ander the deemina- 
tion and for the sole benefit of France, 
ended in defeat. Dart Germany was glso 
deteated, and ber economic casualties 
were far heavier than her adversary's. 

The mark fell from seven thousand to 
the dollar in the first days of Tarntuirty, 
1923, to four trillion in November. Ger- 
man credit abroad was wrecked. The 
Cavernment priting press was providing 
ever more worthless wages for the Ruhr

They cover the following trades: mw 
steel, steel rails, tubes, roll wire, THyon 
(artificial silk), chemicals, potash, Liner 
leum, borax, white lead, quinine, calcitim 
carbonate, zinc, ferromanganese, tinning 
extracts, activated earhon, aluminum, en- 

amvled wares, ple, plate glass, bottles. 
superphosphate, incandescent lanips, ane 
copper, Germany belongs to all of them 
with the exception of the plate-glass and 
copper trusts. LTnocidentally, the former 
and the bottle cartel are the only ones that 
were founded before the war, 

France is a member of most of them, 
but Great Britain of only seven of the 
lesser ones. The United ‘States thus far 
has joined only the. copper and incandes- 
cent-lamp organizations. 

Like the Binitish, American madwstry Ins 
held aloof from the more powerful car- 
tels, stich as steel and chettcals. The 
former of these two offers the most direct, 
competitive danger both to Britain and 
America, 

As regards the chemical cnrtel, the hack- 
hone of which is the formidable L G. 
Farbenindustrie, or German Dye Trust, 
there have heen numerous negotiations 
between the Cermans.and Tipenal Chem- 
ial Industries, Ltd., the foremost British 
eonocm in. that trade: ut thas far they 
have been inconchisive.

American policy, at least as interpreted 

by Taropesin) observers, appears to con- 

aist of establishing contacts with indi- 
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Vithual members cf the cartels while hold- 
ing aloof from membership in them, 

Prior ta the war Ceermuny was in vir- 
tual control of the world's dvestutt miar- 
kets, Buteduring the war dye industries 
were built op by other great powers, in- 
cluding the United States and Great 
ritain. The consequence of this was 
that Gernmny"s exports of this produit 
winded dangerously. The total export 
of atuline dyes, for instance, dropped from 
sixty-iour thousand tome in 1913 to seven- 
teert thousand in 1925. 

Inthat year German dye manufacturers 
saw the rocks looming ahead, They lost 
no time in organizing a united national 
defense against the economic catastrophe 
confronting them, 

Under the leadership of the former 
Badisehe Anilin-und-Soda-Fahrik, whose 
poison-gas plant at Ludwigshaten was the 
objective of so many Allied air raids: in 
the World War, and of the equally prom- 
inent Friedrich Bayer Company, inter- 
nationally iriwwn as the maker of asptrin, 
aomeryer of the eight foremost chencal 
concerns was carried through and the 
German Dye Trust, capitalized at one 
lathion marks, came into being, 

Inthe year after its formation Ger- 
many exported twenty -one thousand tons 
of aniline dyes, and in the first eleven 
months of 1927 twenty-six thorsand tons. 
Phoeving the latter year negotiations were 
hemuin in Paris for the organization of 
the International Chemicals Cartel. 

In roz7, the signing of a Fratico- 
German dyestatits entente as the basis of 
a billion-dollar European cartel was re- 
ported, 

Since the valae of American chenncal 
exports. is almost two hundred million 
dollars per annum, the menare af a pan- 
European combine can readily be per- 
ceived.
